The  aim  of  the  luanufacturer  is  to  make  money— and  he  suc- 
ceeds—infamously cheating  the  health  and  even  the  lives  of  yr.ur 

children. 

His  way  of  proceeding  i-  certainly  the  most  cruel  and  shame- 
ful that  a  i)erson  can  take  to  attain  an  end.  for.  by  the  medica- 
ments he  sells,  tlic  false  circulars  he  distributes  and  the  grotesque 
advertisements  in  the  paixMS.  he  reaches  a  little  being  without  de- 
fense through  an  ignorant  and  heartless  mother. 

Young  mothers  call  upon  the  child's  tears,  the  lack  of  know- 
ledge, the  sleepless  nights  and  fatigue  to  plead  their  cause. 

It  is  important  before  marriage  to  tliink  of  all  these  things.  One 
must  bear  in  mind  the  fatigue,  the  sorrow,  the  devotion  and  es-

They  have  therefore  replaced  nioriihinc  with  I'ntassiuni  bro- 
nii<le  iK'cause.  as  we  have  already  state<I.  the  mainifacturers  did 
not   want   the  wonl  X   Toison   X   to  apjiear  on  tlie  lal>el  of  the 

liottle. 

Here  in  (.'anaila  this  same  syrup  contains  morphine  hecaust* 
our  legislators  have  not  yet  found  it  useful,  or  even  necessary  Ui 
jirtitect  the  li\es  of  the  children. 

The  I'.oard  of  Health  of  "  New  South  W  ales  •  Australia,  has 
forl)i«lden  the  imiH.rtation.  a<Kertiseinent  and  sale  of  .Mrs  Wins- 
low  Soothing  S>rup"  as  l>eing  injurious  to  the  health. 

The  publication  of  this  decision  was  made  in  all  the  paia-rs  of 
S\-<lney.  so  as  that  the  public  in  general,  the  papers,  tiie  .Intggists 
and  other  merchants,  would  know  what  to  do. 

We  are  still  optimist  enough  to  l>elieve  that  in  the  very  near 
future  Canada  will  take  such  an  attitude  and  will  not  fear  to  pn>- 
hibit  the  manufacture,  advert i.sement  and  sale  of  soothing  syrups. 

And  why  shouhl  it  not  take  this  attitude?  Why  would  it  nut 
lake  this  step  forward  in  the  sense  of  civilisation! 

Has  it  not  for  mission  first  the  proieitH)n  then  the  conservalioi* 
of  the  health  of  its  subjects? 
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We  do  ii.>t.  at  all.  fear  u>  say  that  tlie  stale  that  iH;nints  the 
fabrication.  aMvertiseiueiU  and  sale  uf  narcotics  for  children  is 
guilty  and  criminally  resi»unsil)le  for  all  the  harm  that  resull>. 

The  thoughtless  mothers,  ignorant  trieinls.  irresixmsihle  ser- 
vants cram  the  child  with  narcotics  without  reason  under  the  |)re- 
texl  that  it  cries  —  I'as.ses  —  they  <lo  not  know  Ijetter. 

Hut  that  a  government  of  intelligent  men,  <jf  men  who  are  in  u 
ix.sition  to  ascertain  tiie  injurious  effects  of  the  use  of  these  [v*- 
tions  —  or  for  the  least  can  procure  infonnation  —  tolerate  suck 
an  abuse  to  the  detriment  of  the  heahh  and  the  future  of  tite 
country  cannot  he  underst«x>d. 

Canada  ami  csiwcially  the  different  provinces  will  not  remain 
indififerem  Ixfore  the  fine  initiative  enterprise  of  the  Iniletl 
States.  Australia  and  others  to  purge  their  countries  from  the 
plague  of  these  "  Ixaby  killers  ". 

There  ought  to  l)e  found  enough  men  of  heart,  courage. -u-^  w-.- 
Tuen.  energetic  mothers  to  continue  this  hiK-  catnjKiign ! 

The  man  of  heart  will  reclaim  before  Parliament  a  law  prohi- 
biting the  mamtfacture.  advertisement  and  sale  of  syrujjs  based 

on  narcotics. 

He  will  refuse  the  advertisement  in  the  ixiijers.  he  will  give  up 
the  sale  of  these  degra<ling  pnxlucts. 

The  courageous  women  will  preach  every  where,  each  tunc 
that  the  occasi<^n  presents  itself. 'the  sound  doctrines  of  hygiene 
and  prove  that  one  if  not  always  direct  at  least  indirect  causes  of 
infantile  iMortaltty  is  the  immoderate  use  of  soothing  syrups. 

The  energetic  mother  will  learn  the  elementary  notions  on  the 
"  care  of  the  child  "  and  remember  that  to  have  '"  mens  sana  in 
coriHjrc  sano"  the  new  Iwrn  does  not  nee<<  narcotics.
